LEGISLATIVE RESOLUTION 495

Introduced by Giese, 17.

PURPOSE: The purpose of this interim study is to examine district
probation offices. The issues addressed by this interim study shall
include, but not be limited to:

(1) An examination of the process used by the Office of
Probation Administration to draw probation district boundaries and
designate the principal office within each probation district;

(2) A review of the allocation of district probation
office expenses between the state and counties; and

(3) An examination of the budget process for probation
districts which include multiple counties, with emphasis on the
disparity of budget-setting authority between the counties and the
reimbursement of office expenses for the principal office within
the probation district.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS OF THE ONE
HUNDRED FIRST LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, SECOND SESSION:

1. That the Judiciary Committee of the Legislature shall
be designated to conduct an interim study to carry out the purposes
of this resolution.

2. That the committee shall upon the conclusion of
its study make a report of its findings, together with its

recommendations, to the Legislative Council or Legislature.
